Sea) is a Subject to the States of Holland, and a Burgher of Amſterdam by 
Birth, and was admitted ſo about twelve Menths ſince. 
He was preſent when the Ship Reſolution and her Cargo (concerning which he is 
examined) was taken as Prize, and that ſhe had no Commiſſion for War. 

That on or about the 11th Day of April Inſtant, in Latitude 44 Degrees and ſome 
Minutes, the ſaid Ship Re/o/ution was ſeized as Prize by an Engliſh Privateer called the 
Defiance, commanded by Richard Thomas, as he was informed by the Officers of the ſaid 
Privateer; that the Pretence for ſuch Capture, as alledged by the Privateer's People, 
was that Examinant was on an unlawful or contraband Trade ; that the ſaid Ship 
Reſolution, with the Cargo on board, on being ſo ſeized, was brought into Briſtol; 
that ſhe failed under the Colours of the States of Holland, when ſhe was ſeized as 
aforeſaid, and made no Reſiſtance. 5 

He was Maſter of the ſaid Ship Reſolution; that he was ſo appointed by Gerret 
Beckeringh and his Partners, Owners of the ſaid Ship, who gave him the Poſſeſſion 
thereof at Amſterdam aforeſaid in October laſt; that the ſaid Beckeringh and the others, 
Owners of the ſaid Ship, live at Amſterdam ; that Examinant is a married Man, and 
his Wife and Children live at Amfterdam. | 

That the ſaid Ship or Veſſel, touching which he is examined, meaſures one hundred 
and thirty-two Laſts, or two hundred and ſixty-four Tons, or thereabouts ; that there 
were twenty-nine Mariners on board her, this Examinant and his Officers included, 
| . when ſhe was taken, who are of different Countries and States; faith, that twenty-ſeven 
of them were hired by Examinant at Amſterdam, and there they went on board the faid 
Ship in Oober and November laſt; that the other two, one of them his Clerk, and 
the other a common Seaman, Examinant hired and ſhipped at Bourdeaux the latter End 
of February or Beginning of March laſt. | | | 
| He had no Share or Intereſt in the ſaid Ship the Reſolution, or her Cargo, and he 
does not know that any of his Officers had any Share or Intereſt; that he was Maſter 
of the ſaid Ship, as before depoſed ; that he firſt ſaw her at Amſterdam in Ofober laſt, 
and has known her only from that Time, and has heard ſhe was built in Bremen ; 
that ſhe has been called by her preſent Name ever ſince he knew her, and never heard 
ſhe was called otherwiſe ; that ſhe had a Paſſport or Sea-Brief on board, when taken, 
from the States of Holland; and faith, the ſaid Ship's Voyage began at and from 
| Amſterdam, from whence ſhe failed in December laſt, bound to Bourdeaux in France, and 
arrived there in February laſt, and ſailed from thence the Beginning of the preſent 
Month of April, bound to Curacoa, a Dutch Settlement in the Weſt-Indies, and was to 
return from thence back to Amſterdam, where the ſaid Voyage was to end; faith, ſhe 
failed from Amfterdam in her Ballaſt to Bourdeaux, where ſhe took in her preſent Lading 
in February and March, which conſiſts of about twelve hundred Barrels of Flour, three 
hundred Hogſheads of Wine, ſeveral Bales of Linen, Cheſts and Boxes of Soap, Caſks 
of Nails, a Parcel of Wooden Hoops, Earthen-Ware, and other Goods, for the Par- 
ticulars whereof he refers to his Bill of Lading, which contains the Particulars of all 
the Cargo on board; and ſaith, that the ſaid Cargo was to have been delivered at Curacoa 
aforeſaid, 
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aforeſaid, to John Rudolph Faeſch, to whom the Cargo was conſigned, and there he 
was to lade his ſaid Ship with ſuch Goods as the ſaid Faeſch ſhould think proper to 
ſhip on board her. | — | | 
That the faid Gerret Beckeringh was a Part-Owner of the faid Ship, touching which 
he is examined, and refers to his ſaid Ship's Regiſter for the other Owners, whoſe 
Names he does not remember ; ſays, the ſaid Beckeringh, and the other Owners of the 
ſaid Ship, are all Natives and Subjects to the States of Holland, and believes they all 
reſide at Amſterdam with their Families; but this Examinant knows of no Bill of Sale 
made to them of the ſaid Ship. . | | | 

That all the Lading on board his ſaid Ship was put on board her at Bourdeaux, as 
before depoſed ; and faith, that Meſſ. Harmenſen and Son were the Laders or Shippers 
of the ſaid Cargo, but knows not what Countrymen they are, but they live in bour- 
deaux, and carry on their Buſineſs there, and are ſingle Men; ſaith, he believes the 
ſaid Cargo was ſhipped for or on the Account of E. Bouwer, Father and Son, Mer. 


chants, Natives of and reſident at Amſterdam, as appears to this Examinant by his 
Charter-Party, to which he refers; but ſaith, he cannot take upon himſelf to {wear 


that he believes that at the Time of the Lading thereof, and at the preſent Time, and 
alſo if the ſaid Cargo ſhall be reſtored and unladen at the deſtined Ports, the ſame did, 
do and will belong to the ſame Perſons, and to none others. 

That he ſigned but one Bill of Lading, beſides three Duplicates thereof, for his 
ſaid Ship's Cargo; but ſaith, the ſame was not colourable, to his Knowledge, neither 
did he ſign any other Bills of Lading of a different Tenor. 
That there are not in Great Britain any Bills of Lading, Invoices, Letters or Inſtru- 
ments, relative to the Ship or Goods concerning which he is examined, to his Know- 
ledge, except the Mediterranean Paſs belonging to the ſaid Ship, which is in Ex- 
aminant's Cuſtody, and which he hath now produced at the Time of this his Exami- 
nation, and is ready to deliver up the ſame when required; but in the mean Time 
deſires to have the Cuſtody thereof, to preſerve the ſame from Damage. 

That there was a Charter-Party made for his ſaid Ship's Voyage, which was ſent 
from Amſterdam to Examinant at Bourdeaux, which he delivered up to the ſaid Captors, 


with his other Ship-Papers, at the Time of the Capture of his ſaid Ship, and to which 
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Charter-Party he refers for its Contents. 
That when he failed from Bourdeaux, his laſt clearing Port, he had a Dutch Paſſ- 


port or Sea-Brief, his Mediterranean Paſs, Regiſter, Charter-Party, Bill of Loading, 


and ſome other Papers on board, but no Letters, except thoſe delivered up by Ex- 
aminant; all which Papers and Letters he delivered up to the ſaid Captors; and faith 


there were none afterwards burnt, torn, thrown over board, deſtroyed or concealed, 


except a Parcel of old Papers and Letters which were of no Uſe, ſome whereof he threw 
over board before the ſaid Capture, and ſome of them afterwards, but cannot tell the 
particular Time when; but ſays, he does not remember any Perſon was preſent at the 
Time when he did it. | ” 

He knows not whether the ſaid Ship, about which he is examined, was ever before 
ſeized, or taken as Prize, or condemned as ſuch. | 

He knows not whether he ſhall ſuſtain any Loſs or not by Means of the Capture of 
his Ship. | |

That the ſaid Ship, touching which he is examined, is of the Burthen of three 
hundred and fifty Tons, or thereabouts; that there were twenty- nine Officers and Ma- 


riners on board her when ſhe was ſeized; that they were of ſundry Countries, viz. 


Dutch, Bremeners, Swedes, Danes, and Dantzickers ; that he has heard and believes they 
all came on board at Amſterdam, and were there hired by the ſaid Captain Johannes (ex- 
cept this Examinant and one Seaman) but knows not when; that Meſſ. Harmenſen and 


Son, Merchants, reſiding at Beurdeaux, hired this Examinant there as Writer and In- 


terpreter to go in the ſaid Ship from Bourdeaux to St. Domingo; and this Examinanr 
went on board her in that Station in Bourdeaux, on or about the 2oth Day of March 


laſt; and faith, the ſaid other Seaman was hired by the ſaid Johannes, and went on board 


at Bourdeaux. 

He, this Examinant, had no Share or Intereſt in the ſaid Ship (about which he is 
examined) or her Cargo, and believes neither the Maſter thereof, or any of his Officers, 
had any Share or Intereſt therein z that he, this Examinant, was Clerk or Writer, and 
Interpreter of the French Language on board the ſaid Ship when taken; that he has 


known the ſaid Ship for about two Months paſt, firſt ſaw her at Bourdeaux, but knows 


not where ſhe was built. | | | | 

That the ſaid Ship Reſolution has been called by that Name ever ſince he knew her, 
and knows of no other Name ſhe has ever been called by; faith, he believes her Voyage 
began at Amfterdam ; but he firſt ſaw her at Bourdeaux ſoon after her Arrival there, 
which was in the Month of February laſt; when ſhe took in her preſent Cargo of Flour, 
Wine, Soap, Nails, Hoops, Earthen Ware, and ſundry other Kinds of Merchandiſe 
(the Particulars whereof he cannot ſet forth) in the ſaid Month of February, and in 
March laſt ; with which Cargo ſhe ſailed from Bourdeaux, bound directly for Str. Dominge, 
where the ſaid Cargo was to be diſcharged ; and there this Examinant apprehends and 
believes the ſaid Ship was to take in another Lading ; and ſaith, the ſaid Voyage was to 
end at Amſterdam ; and he, this Examinant, was hired by and agreed with the ſaid 
Harmenſen, and Son, for the ſaid Voyage from Bourdzaux to St. Domingo, and thence to 
Amſterdam. | | | 

3 the ſaid Captain Johannes informed this Examinant, that one Beckeringh of 
Amſterdam was Owner of the ſaid Ship; but the Examinant knows nothing of him, or 
whether there was any Bill of Sale made to him of the ſaid Ship. 

That all the Cargo on board the ſaid Ship Reſolution was put on board at Bourdeaux, 


as before depoſed; and that the ſaid Harmenſen and Son were the Shippers thereof, 


and ſhipped the fame on the Account of one Baumer and Son, of Amſterdam, as they 
informed the Examinant; but he knows nothing of them, or whether they were the 
real Owners thereof or not; and ſaith, he cannot ſwear that he believes that at the 
Time of the Lading of the ſaid Cargo, and at the preſent Time, and alſo if the ſaid 
Goods ſhall be reſtored and unladen at the deſtined Port, the ſame did, do, and will 


belong to the ſame Perſons and none others; but ſaith, that when the faid Harmenſen 
and Son hired this Examinant, they informed him the ſaid Ship was to go to Sz. De- 


mingo, to diſcharge the Cargo there, and that the Captain Johannes ſhould have private 
Inſtructions and Orders in what Manner to proceed there; and that they ſhould produce 
and make uſe of the Dutch Papers on board for Curacoa, if Occaſion: And Exa- 
minant faith, he believes no other Perſons belonging to the ſaid Ship were made ac- 
quainted with the true Deſtination of her Voyage, but the ſaid Captain Fohannes and 
this Examinant. 


He knows not how many Bills of Lading were ſigned by the ſaid Captain Johannes 


for the ſaid Ship's Cargo; but ſays, the Dutch Bills of Lading on board the ſaid Ship, 
delivered up to the Captors, he believes were colourable, as well as ſeveral others of the 
ſaid Ship's Papers. OG 

He believes there are now on board the ſaid Ship Reſolution, ſundry Papers and Let- 
ters in French, which were concealed by the ſaid Captain Johannes in a Partition between 
two Boards under his Bed, in the State Room where he lies, relative to the ſaid Ship 
and her Cargo; but ſaith, he knows of none others which are in Great Britain, ſave thoſe 
delivered up to the ſaid Captors by the ſaid Johannes. 

He does not know any Thing of the Charter-Party ſigned for the ſaid Voyage. 

He cannot ſet forth the Particulars of the Papers on board the ſaid Ship, when ſhe 
ſailed from Bourdeaux ; but ſaith, that a few Days before ſhe failed from thence this 
Examinant aſſiſted the ſaid Captain Johannes in hiding and concealing a Parcel of Pa- 
pers and Letters under his Bed, as before depoſed, and believes they are ſtill concealed 
there, unleſs the ſaid Maſter has found Means to take them away : Saith, he believes the 


other Ship's Papers on board her were delivered up to the Captors when the ſaid Ship 


was taken as aforeſaid, | | 
He never heard the ſaid Ship Reſolution was ever before ſeized as Prize. 


He hath ſuſtained no Loſs by the ſaid Capture of the ſaid Ship, and knows of no 


Inſurance made on her, or her Cargo. 


He cannot with any Kind of Certainty depoſe thereto.

The Ship being arrived at Curacoz, the. Captain ſhall immediately apply to the 
Correſpondent of the Gentlemen Freighters, Everard Bouwer, Father and Son, and de- 
liver out to him the Lading according to the Bills of Lading; after which he muſt take 
on board the Merchandiſes he has to lade in return for the Unlading and Lading at 
Curacoa, being here ſtipulated the Space of one hundred and twenty Days ſucceſſively, 
and for the Days exceeding them, ſixty Guilders tor each Day : The Bills of Lading 
laden at Curacoa hither the Captain muſt ſign there four double, and the Freight muſt 
be filled in the Sum of fifteen, thouſand Dutch current Money for the whole Lading in 
return to this Place, with Ten per Cent Common-Primage, according to our Agreement 
with the Gentlemen Freighters here. The Monies the Captain ſhall want at Curacoa, for 
the Uſe of the Ship, ſhall be paid him by the Correſpondent of the Freighters, againſt 
a four double Receipt ; and this Money received ſhall be accounted for between the 

Freighters, and be deducted from the earned Freight and Primage. 
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The Ship being laden and ready at Curacoa, the Captain muſt, without Loſs of Time, 
proceed on his Voyage directly hither. We do recommend the Captain further in every 
Thing to act as Time and Circumſtances ſhall require with Attention.

TO our dear and well-beloved Couſin Louis Jean Marie of Bourbon, Duke of Pen- 
thievre, Admiral of France: To the Vice-Admirals, Lieutenants-General of our Naval 
Forces, Commodores, Captains, Commanders of our Ships, and thoſe of our Subjects, 
Captains of our Coaſts, Governors of Maritime Towns and Places; Mayors, Conſuls, 
and Eſchevins of the ſame; Governors and Intendants of our Colonies, Lieutenants of 
the Admiralty, and to all others our Officers and Subjects whom it_ may concern, 
greeting. Having permitted Captain Ryndert-Evertz Johannes, Maſter of the Ship the 
Reſolution of Amſterdam, manned with thirty Men, of the Burthen of three hundred and 
forty Tons, or thereabout, to go from the Port of Amſterdam to Bourdeaux, within the 
Space of twelve Months, to be acccunted from the Day of the Date hereof, and from 
thence to the Ports of St. Marc, Port au Prince, and Leogane, in our Iſland of St. Domingo, 
with a Cargo of Proviſions and Eatables, conſiſting of Wines, Beer, Flour, Butter; 
and alſo of Soap, Oil, Candles, Wax-Tapers, Nails, Coppers, Hoſe, Bills, Cordage, 
Linens, and other Merchandiſes proper for the Uſe of the Inhabitants, and to return 
to Amſterdam aforeſaid : | | 

We will and command you to permit the ſaid Ship to paſs ſecurely and freely in 
going from the ſaid Port of Bourdeaux to the ſaid Colony, as alſo in returning back to 
Amſterdam, provided it be within the ſaid Term of twelve Months, with his Cargo of 
Merchandiſes, which he ſhall take in Return for the Produce of the Sale which he ſhall 
have free Liberty to make there of his firſt Cargo, upon Condition that he ſhall pay in 
France the Duties due to our Weſtern Domain for the ſaid Merchandiſes, upon the 
Footing of the Receipt which ſhall be delivered to him for the Duties outwards, which 
he fhall be obliged to pay at the ſaid Colony, as well as the Duties inwards upon his 
firſt Cargo; and alſo upon Condition that the ſaid Ship ſhall carry no other Mer- 
chandiſes than thoſe here above ſpecified, nor carry any other Perſons, but the Crew 
thereof, except Paſſengers to whom we ſhall have granted particular Leave, the 
Whole upon Penalty of Confiſcation of the Ship and her Cargo ; and further, upon 
Condition of his giving, at the Time this preſent Paſſport ſhall be delivered to him, 
good and ſufficient Bail in our City of Paris, in the Sum of 15,000 Livres, as well for 
Security of the Payment of the Duties here above-mentioned, as for the Performance of 
the other Conditions of the ſaid Paſſport, which ſhall ſerve but one Voyage only; for 
which Purpoſe the ſaid Captain ſhall be obliged to cauſe the ſame to be regiſtered in the 
| Regiſtry of the Admiralty of the ſaid Colony, and the ſaid Regiſtring to be certified
